Mr. Dixon, who was born in the north of 
Ireland, is 69 years old. He came to Chicago 
in 1861 and he has been going to Sunday 
school ever since. He first attended the 
school when the First Methodist Episcopal 
ehureh, the oldest of that denomination in 
the city, was situated on the north side. 
Since the fire the church has occupied its 
present site at Washingtan and Clark 
streets, one of the busiest corners of the city. . 
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thousand persons were killed by falling 
houses or drowned by the wave.

Small Settlements Swept Away. 

Sailing .vesels report having encountered 
hundreds of corpses and quantities of dead 
fish, and many small settlements were com- 
pletely swept away.

gating committee today. Probably it will 
be made public after the committee meeting 
for its consideration this afternoon. 
* “Phere have been several ‘erroneous re- 
ports citculated,”’ said President E. J. Brun- 
dage of the county board yesterday, “ con- 
cerning the extent’ of the shortage in Mr. 
Linn’s accounts as former clerk of the Su- 
perior court. No one on the investigating 
committee has seen the cempilation of fig- 
ures as yet, but we have been told in- 
formally that the entire deficit is around 
$1,700. Some $800 of this is of fees that never 
were collected. 


“Ignorance” as an Excuse. 

“That has but slight relation with the 
criminal charges against the clerk, as it 
might have resulted from ignorance. Con- 
sequently the sum which Mr. Linn is held 
accountable for is less than $1,000. The rest 
probably will be made up by the corporations 
when they are notified that they have not 
paid the legal fees. 

“That is the most important feature of 
the accountants’ repert. Another point made 
by them is a severe criticism of the system 
of bookkeeping in the clerk’s officé. That 
will be remedied in the near future, as the 
necessary books have been ordered already 
and will be put on the presses as soon as 
the plans for the new system are perfected.” 

Investigating John A. Cooke. 

An investigation of ‘the records of John A. 
Cooke, who preceded Linn as clerk of the 
Circuit court, has been begun by Shelby M. 
Singleton, secretary of the Citizens’ asso- 
ciation. He said if proof of dishonesty is 
secured he will ask that the matter be taken 
before the grand jury. He has conferred 
with State’s Attorney Healy, but the case 
is not complete enough to place in his hands. 
Cooke was threatened with investigation in 
July, 1908, when the late Judge Tuley de- 
manded an explanation of conditions in his 
office; but the matter was dropped.

Clarence 8S, Darrow, Attorney for Re-

Clarence 8. Darrow, counsel for the receiv- 
er for the Bank of America, left Chicago yes- 
terday on an errand in connection with the 
bank’s affairs. The refusal of any explana- 
tion from all persons connected with thetrip 
led to the rumor that he had gone to Defiance, 
O., to investigate the condition of the Defi- 
ance City bank, bonds of which to an extent 
of $20,000 are held by the defunct Chicago 
concerh.

Stumbling Block in Transfers. 

The great objection. which has been made 
to this “contract plan,” and the force of 
which the mayor recognised, wae that if it 
was put in operation it would mean that 
some street car patrons who now ride to 
their places of business for 5 cents would 
have to pay 10 cents. It was not a good 
recommendation for a city street car system. 

Mr. Dupont made the argument that if the 
limited street car system the city was to 
start under the “contract plan” were put 
into operation the private companies would 
be forced to give transfers as a matter of 
self-protection. But the street car compan- 
les simply said they would do nothing of the 
sort, and the average citizen remarked that 
whether he got a transfer or not he did not 
care to have to change care during his trip 
uptown. The result was the council commit- 
tee on local transportation put the Dupont 
“contract plan” on the shelf. 
Mayor Dunne, however, has not forgotten 
this or forgiven the committee. It was 
pretty well understood when he asked the 
counsel to pass the ordinance permitting the 
issuance of $75,000,000 worth of Mueller law 
certificates for the purpose of starting a 
municipal ownership street car line that he

TO INCREASE JAPANESE STATURE. 


Their diminutiveness, according to Baron 
Takaki, is to the Japanese a cause of na- 
tional humiliation. Therefore this eminent 
surgeon has devised a plan for giving his 
countrymen the length of limb, the breadth 
of shoulder, and the other physical propor- 
tions of Caucasians. The characteristics of 
the Japanese physique are attributed to the 
nature of the foods on which the race has 
subsisted im the past, and they are to be 
overcome by a radical change of diet if 
Baron Takaki can get carried out the re- 
forme in the national bill of fare which he 
proposes. He thinks that if his people can 
be induced to quit dried fish and rice and 
begin eating beef, pork and beans, wheaten 
and rye bread, potatoes, etc., they will soon 
be as big boned and brawny, and, no doubt, 
occasionally as obese, as Russians, Ger- 
mans, or Englishmen. 

It is not entirely clear what Baron Takaki 
hopes to gain by making the Japanese big- 
ger. .Oyama’s soldiers and Togo’s sailors in 
the late war were considerably smaller than 
their opponents. It was not observed that 
the Russians’ superior size did them much 
good. Itmerely made them easier marks for 
the Japanese to hit. As usual in a contest 
between brains and brawn brains came out 
en top. If the Japanese surgeon general 
had contrived a dietary or some other scheme 
for increasing the already great mental! 
gifts of hie people it would have caused no 
surprise. There is no danger of any peo- 
ple ever having too good brains. They are 
the most valuable of individual and of na- 
tional assets. The advantages of physical 
bulk, on the other hand, are dubious. Size 
is eften found with sluggishness. The great 
men of the Caucasian race have been some- 
times tall and sometimes short. Lincoln 
and Charlemagne were almost giants, but 
Alexander Hamilton and Napoleon were 
little men. 

Evidently the desire of the Japanese to 
increase their stature is due to pride rather 
than to practical considerations. They bé- 
lieve that they are intellectually the equals 
of Caucasians and it vexes them to be phys- 
ically inferior, They don’t wish to be looked 
down upon in any way by anybody. The 
feeling is not an unnatural one, and it is not 
There are many 
“short” and lean Caucasians who would 
make considerable sacrifices to increase 
their length and breadth. They will follow 
the results of Baron Takaki’s experiment 
with sympathetic interest. In view of what 
Japan has accomplished in the last half 
century it will be generally admitted that 
if any nation can, by taking thought, in- 
crease its stature, Japan ie that nation.

NEW WORLD ART. 

Mr. N. Salopoulos, the Greek consu] in 
Chicago, has created considerable discus- 
sidn among artists by his recent declaration 
that there is a lack.of art appreciation 
among American men and women and that 
the artistic spirit is being killed by commer- 
cialism. The consul’s statements are not 
flattering and.it is natural that they should 
have aroused a storm of protest and vigor- 
ous denial, for no people like to be told 
they are commercial in art matters and do 
not understand ‘or appreciate art. And yet 
it may be possible the consul is not far out 
of the way. 

It is worse than useiess to deny or ignore 
the spirit of commercialigm. It ig influenc- 
ing everything else and there is no good 
reason why it should not influence art. 
There is no school of American art such as 
there was half a century ago. One may 
ask who are the prominent American land- 
scape painters, and when the American por- 
trait painters have gone the artists of today 
seem to be decorating, embellishing maga- 
zines, making posters, and even employing 
their talents in commercial illustration. 
Presumably that is because there is no de- 
mand for their art work, and because they

EXTEND THE MERIT SYSTEM. 
The next general assembly undoubtedly 
will pass another civil service measure. It 
will cover the officés of the clerke of the 
different courts in Cook county. «After the 
revelations as to the way in which some 
of the offices have been run, no member of 
the legislature will be bold enough to say a 
word in defense of the existing system. 

The law reads that the clerks shall ap- 
point thelr subordinates, but as a rule they 
do not. The offices are parceled out among 
different wards. Bach “ leader” knows his 
quota and notifies a clerk what men he 
shall appoint. If there is a vacancy he fills 
it. Even if an appointee is a worthless man 
the clerk may not have the courage to reject 
him and call for a better selection. The 
patronage system in its meanest form ap- 
plies in the clerks’ offices. There are too 
many ineflicient employés and it requires 
many men to do the work which a few com- 
petent persons could attend to. 

The application of the merit system to the 
clerks’ offices and all other departments of 
the county government would strip local 
spoilemen of about all the patronage that is 
left to them. It would increase the reve- 
nues of the county by decreasing the cost 
of running the offices. It would not be so 
easy to pad and manipulate the pay rolls 
as it appears to have been. 

It is the intention of the county board to 
do in 1906 something which should have 
been done a third of a century ago. Thatis 
to provide a system of accounting to pre- 
vent the embezzlement of the moneys re- 
ceived by the clerks of the*courts. Such e 
system should have been installed when 
the present constitution was adopted and the 
fees ceased to belong to theclerks. Nothing 
of the kind was done either because of an 
unwarranted faith in human honesty, or 
because of sheer business incapacity. Prob- 
ably it was the latter. 

Of late years the earnings of some of 
the fee offices, which form no inconsiderable 
part of the revenue of the county, have fall- 
en off. That-did not provoke inquiry by the 
county board. Instead of trying to discover 
the cause it went to the legislature for au- 
thority to impose higher taxes. It got what 
it asked for and tax bills are heavier. 

The stricter supervision which the county 
board is to institute will save much money, 
but the cost of running the various offices 
will remain abnormally high until a civil 
service law covering them shal] have been 
enacted. Then there will be an improve- 
ment in the quality of subordinates. The 
county will get more work done for less 
money and the net revenues will be greatly 
increased. The county board should lead 
in the movement to introduce the merit sys- 
tem in the county departments where the 
patronage system prevails.

King Frederick of Denmark has signalized 
his ascension to the throne by granting an 
amnesty which hag had the effect of setting 
at liberty no less than 2,000 prisoners. In- 
deed, the jail delivery of meritorious prison- 
ers has been on such an extensive scale that 
it has been found necessary to start a public 
subscription at Copenhagen in order to pro- 
vide for the immediate relief from want and 
for the employment of the beneficiaries of 
the amnesty.

Since then there hag been but one amnesty 
in France—namely: that proclaimed in Jan- 
uary, 1879, in favor of the 2,000 and more 
men and women sentenced to various forms 
of penal servitude for their participation in 
the commune insurrection of 1871, Several 
of the beneficiaries of this amnesty obthkined 
subsequent distinction, notably Dr. Goupil., 
one of the most popular and fashiof&luble 
physicians in Paris; Jules Dalou, the cele- 
brated sculptor; Paschal Grousset, one of the 
leading editors of the Temps; Senator Ranc, 
and many others.

But high 
legal authority, including Senator Knox, 
holds that the limited jurisdiction of the 
United States judiciary will not enable it to 
reverse or affirm the decisions of the com- 
mission as to the reasonableness or unrea- 


sonableness of rates. 
Is it necessary that it should? The com- 
mission, organized in accordance with the 


intent of the law, possesses the special ma- 
chinery to investigate and determine. the 
reasonableness and justice of rates. Con- 
sidering that this is a question of fact and 
not of law it is no disrespect to say that the 
commissidn will be better equipped to pass 
on that issue than the courts can be. Fur- 
ether, since the United States courts in the 
exercise of the right to invalidate rates 
deemed confiscatory have ruled out those 
made by state power, though no lower than 
those made by railroads to favored shippers, 
there does not.seem to be any necessity for 
a specific extension of their power of re- 
vision. 

Senator Knox's provision on this precise 
point is open to doubt; and the general issue 
is that presented by the complaint of the in- 
dependent oil refiners. The ability of the 
great corporations to tire out and practically 
defeat complainants by a succession of ap- 
peals for decade after decade reduces all 
legislation to uselessness unless care is taken 
to make the procedure as simple and prompt 
as possible. In connection with that letter 
an example of the sophistry used to becloud 
this subject is the proposal of Senator Kean, 
the recognized legislative agent of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, to send the refiners ine 
recent decision of the United States Supreme 
court against railroads dealing in the freight 
shipped over their lines. That decision con- 
demns a notorious abuse.- But it does nét 
touch the point brought out in the refiners’ 
letter of the interminable delay of proceed- 
ings in the courts, nor will it return to them 
a cent of the discriminatory charges which 
have been levied on them for eighteen years, 

It looks like right policy to give the courts 
the exact power of review that the constitu- 
tion gives them, No law can be so skillfully 
drewn as to give them any less, and to give 
them more would be to increase the delays 
that now rendér justice practically unattain- 
able to disfavored shippers.

China Raising Huge Army. 

The state department is concerned over in- 
formation it has received showing that China 
is moving energetically to organize an army 
of 700,000 men, which was contemplated by an 
edict issued by the empress dowager last 
summer.

Senator Tillman showed some impatience 
this evening when he was asked if he had 
geen the president, He replied that he had 
not been to the White house since the bill 
was committed to his keeping, and saw no 
necessity of going. 

“The president has performed his full 
official duty in connection with the bill,’’ 
said Mr. Tillman. “ He has nothing more 


to do with it until it comes before him as an 
act of congress for hig approval or veto. The 
senate alone has the say now.”’ 


Expects Some Amendments. 

Asked concerning the reports that the bill 
might be passed without amendment, Mr. 
Tillman replied: 

“O, it will be amended. Everybody in the 
house wanted to amend the bill. It was not 
entirely satisfactory to everybody who voted 
for it. In the senate it will take a long time 
to lick it into shape.”’ 

Former Senator William E. Chandler has 
had several conferences with Mr. Tillman 
since the bill was intrusted to the South Car- 
olina senator. They were together a consid- 
erable time this evening. Mr. Chandler has 
positive views on rate legislation, and op- 
poses the court review proposals.

American Turf association has altered a 
number of its rules governing running races... 
The most important change announced today 
is in regard to apprentice allewances in sell- 
ing races. This is rule 158, and according to 
the new law jockeys with apprentice allow- 
ances will be granted such allowances only 
when they are riding for their contract em- 
ployers. 

This rule also reads that jockeys with ap- 
prentice allowances will be allowed three 
pounds in handicap events, which is a distinct 
departure from the old law. 

Another change is that which prohibits 
races at any unusual distances. Hereafter 
there will be no races at one mile and forty 
yards and there will be no races at more than 
one mile which are less than one mile and a 
sixteenth. 

The scale of weights also was raised from 85 
to 87 pounds for 8 year olds and upwards. 

No race shall be given at any intermediate 
distance between five furlongs and one mile 
and a quarter, except as follows: Five and 
one-half furlongs, six furlongs, seven fur- 
longs, one mile, one and one-sixteenth miles, 
one and one-eighth miles, and one and three- 
sixteenths miles. 

ere shall be no race carded for 2 year 
olds, prior to Feb. 1 each year, at ae greater 
diatance than three furlongs, and, prior to 
March 15, no race shall be run for 2 year olds 
at a greater distance than three and one-half 
furlongs. No 2 year old shall compete inany 
all aged races — to Aug. 1 of each year.
